“WASHINGFON, Aug. 26.—The 
MacMillan Arctic expedition . has 
resumed its southward voyage, 
after having been weatherbound 
for several days on the northwest-

46 Men and Two Women Rescued 
by Steamer After Their Craft 
Is Crushed by Ice.

suffering in the sub-Arctic, with 46 
men and two women marooned on 
a drifting tice floe after the sinking 
of the Hudson Bay supply ship Bay 
Eskimo, was told by one of the 
survivors who reached Montreal 
today. 

The Bay Eskimo left Montreal 
July. 7, with provisions for the Es- 
kimos and outposts along the Lab- 
rador and Ungava coasts and the 
isolated stations of the Hudson Bay 
Co. and James Bay.

SAN: FRANCISCO, Aug. 26.—A 
sense of responsibility for possible 
rehabilitation of Dorothy Ellingson, 
17-year-old slayer: of her mother, 
and consideration of her problem 
as one for society to solve with 
kindred préblems, guided the jury 
which placed the degree of the 
giM’s crime at manslaughter, it was 
disclosed today. °. 

Twelve hours of deliberation by 
the seven women and five men ju- 
rors were spent in serious consid- 
eration of the best method of deal- 
ing with the so-called jaZ% slayer 
‘for her own good and that of so- 
ciety.”” The question af her guilt 
or innocence did not enter. That 
Dorothy shot her mother to death 
was accepted. Jurors said they 


sought only “to deal intelligently 
with the problem of ‘i ehiitia/emtanss 


particularly as it pertains to girle\ 


Women Jurors’ View. 

The women jurors, mothers of 
daughters, said they could not ac- 
cept the contention that Dorothy 
killed her mother with’ “‘malice or 
premeditation.” They concurred 
in the belief that “human frailties 
do not reach these bounds.” 

Flaming anger, born of a long 
dominant impulsiveness, together 
with the girl’s utter inability to act 
beyond the perceptual level, they 
and the men jufors held, led the 
girl to seize her brother’s revolver 
and kill her mother. 

The jurors were Mrs. Mary T. 
Gamage, Mrs. Anne Pritchard, 
Mrs. Alma D. Harris, Mrs. Mary A. 
Hart, Mrs. Mabel Jefts, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Jervis and Mrs. Louise Hack- 
er, Louis de Paioli, Martin. F. Gal- 
lagher, Herbert }. O'Brien, Joseph 
Eagle and Jghn Junkins. 

“These conclusions being 
reached,” Mrs. Harris said, “there 
remained but the problems of how 
best to treat with Dorothy to bring 
about her rehabilitation and srill 
protect the interests of society. We 
could not conceive that a long peni- 
tentiary sentence with hardened 
women would bring Dorothy F.- 
lingson back to useful womanhovo4, 
Under a verdict of manslaughter, 
the Court has the discretion of 
ending her to some corrective in- 
stitution.” 

Sought Midway Point. 

Mrs. Hart, who at first held cut 
for a versdict of “‘not guilty by rea- 
son of finsanity,’’ declared: ““Waile 
we could not hold Dorothy entirely 
without reSponsibility in the killing, 
we nevertheless could not contend 
that she was a normal per4an. 
Therefore, our judgment tended to-

Dolan’s Account. 


“IT was awakened at 11;45 p. in. 
hy a knock on the rear door,’ Do- 
lan told Prosecuting Attorney 
Sshweitzer. ‘I went downstairs and 
heard some men outside say, ‘We're 
police, open the door.’ I.didn’t be- 
lieve they were police, as they were 
not in uniform, and told them I 
was closed for the night. Then 
they threatened to break down the 
door. I called to my wife, Essie, 
who was asleep upstairs, and she 
brought me my revolver. 

“The men outside went around 
to a side door and threw bricks and 
rocks at it, until I opened the door 
and let them in. They were using 
a flashlight to see, and I switched 
the lights on them. Detective Ha- 
verport, who was nearest me, hit 
me, and I was dazed for awhile. He 
must have struck mejwith some

Is Thia Problem Insoluble? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE death of a Mr. Btuns, who was 


run down by an automobile @ few 
days ago while leaving the curb to 
board a@ trolley car, is just ‘one more 
° vletim added to the thousand and thou- 
sands occurring partly through careless 
driving by autolsts, but primarily 
through the crude and unscientific 
practice of the midstreet loading and 
unloading of trolley-car passengers. 
> fllustrate this clearly, take a 
prominent street intersection, such as 
Delmar at Kingshighway. A trolley car 
paralleled and followed by a long string 
of automobiles approaches Kingshigh- 
way. The traffic officer stationed there 
is waving his arms vigorously for east 
and west bound traffic to move on 
quickly. As the autoist abreast of the 
car attempts to proceed to follow the 
traffic officer's urging, the trolley comes 
to a stop, with the result that its pa- 
trons being dischafged from it and the 
prospective patrons attempting to reach 
the trolley must come direct into the 
line of the westbound traffic that the 
traffic officer is trying to keep moving. 
Slowing down or stopping entirely, in an 
effort to avold harm to. these passen- 
gérs between trolley and curb, the en- 
tire line of automobiles is blocked often 
as far east as Euclid avenue. Having 
finally accomplished its loading and un- 
loading of passengers, the motorman “is 
then ready to proceed, but in the mean- 
time the north and south traffic on 
Kingshighway is blocked up as far south 
as the automatic signal at Washington 
boulevard, hence this traffic must nec- 
essarily be permitted to pass to relieve 
north and south congestion, and in the 
meantime the westbound vehicles must 
continue to wait. 

If the trolleys hope to qualify as ve- 
hicles suitable for safe and efficient 
transportation of passengers on surface 
streets, and dvoid being the principal 
factor in causing traffic blockades, they 
must devise some other method of re- 
ception and, discharge of passengers 
than the present midstreet practice.

I have not read Dr. Waite'’s report, know 
nothing of its contents, and am not, therefore, in 
a position to comment. I don’t care to say any- 
thing further in connection with it. 

Having been State Superintendent of Schools, we 
| assume that Gov. Baker can read. In view of his re- 
ply to the question concerning Dr. Waite’s survey of 
medical conditions in Missouri and his blasting con- 
demnation of the record of Dr. Enloe, we wonder 
what Gov. Baker does read. Evidence is accumu- 
lating either that he reads nothing touching irregu- 
larities and crookedness under his administration, 
or that he pays no attention to It. 

In order that there may be no doubt of the Gov- 
ernor’s knowledge of Dr. Enloe’s character and fit- 
ness to be a member of the State Board of Health we 
will whisper in his ear, through the Post-Dispatch, 
the conclusions\of Dr. Waite with regard to the con- 
duct of Dr. Enloe while secretary of the Board of 
Health. 

Dr. Waite found that applicants were admitted to 
examination who had not filed their applications 30 
days in advance, as required by law, and that some 
were admitted who did not file their applications 
until after examination. 

He found that six of 12 men admitted examina- 
tion in June, 1924, without compliance with the rules, 
were from “a single notorious Chicago school.” He 
found that these irregular and unqualified applicants 
were admitted by a clerk in the secretary’s (Dr. En- 
loe’s) office, who stated that it was done by direction 
of the secretary. 

He found that matters needing correction in Mis- 
souri have almost entirely arisen from the improper 
operation of the secretary's office, in the responsibil- 
ity of which no other membebs of the board shared. 
They did not participate in and had no share in the 
irregular work of Secretary Enloe. 

He found that Dr. Enloe, the secretary, paid no at- 
tention to the inspection of medical collgges, nor to 
complaints filed against physicians charging them 
with misrepresenting their educational qualifications 
and failing to comply with legal requirements. 

This is a mere summary of Dr. Waite’'s conclusions, 
but the sum of it is that Dr. Enloe, as secretary of 
the board, was wholly responsible for the irregulari- 
ties and improprieties by which many physicians, iI- 
legally admitted to the practice of medicine and un- 
qualifted to practice, were licensed to prey upon the 
people of Missouri. 
Dr. Waite cited many important improvements 
which have been accomplished chiefly through the ef. 
forts of the president, Dr. North, and the present 
secretary, Dr. Stewart, whose demands for the resig- 
nation of Dr. Enloe Gov. Baker contemptuously ig- 
nored and refused. 

Space does not permit the Post-Dispatch to recite 
the large body of criticism of Dr. Enloe’s record and 
of recommendations for correction, but all of them 
are of the utmost importance to the maintenance of 
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Gov. Baker is performing the silly stunt of hiding 


GOOD FOR OLD CALLAWAY. | 


Callaway County has rebuked the 20 farmers who 
secured an injunction last week which will prevent 
the completion of primary road No. 2 next year. ' 

On Monday 1000 citizens in 200 gutomobiles parad- 
ed their protest through the streets of Fulton. On 
the same night a, meeting at M die, which was 
largely attended, considered methods: for persuading 
the obstructionists to withdraw their action. The 
good offices of other cities were solicited in the 
Cause. Similar meetings aré to be held in other 
towas of the county. 

Thess citizens of Callaway County are making a 
fight for the State. This injunction is a State issue. 
Its consequences have been outlined by Bngineer 
Piepmeier of the Highway Commission. Even the 
temporary injunction will prevent the completion of 
Ng. 2 next year. If made permanent and the High- 
way Commission is compelled to abandon the route 
it has selected for the route demanded by the 20 
farmers, an additional construction cost of $250,000 
will be imposed on the State; the distance will be 
increased somé four miles, which will levy a main- 
tenance tax on the State for all time and will saddle 
an’ operating tax on the motorists of Missouri of 
$500,000 a year—a perpetual tax which, necessarily, 
will increase with the years. 

Those figures are estimates, of course, but they 
‘are the calculations of an expert who is presumed to 
know his business It was considerations such as 
these that influenced the Highway Commission's se- 
lection of the present route. There were other con- 
siderations, such as the convenience of the people of 
Callaway and adjoining counties and the very sub- 
stantial economy that would accrue to them by this 
shorter, safer route. 
The citizens of Callaway County have made it 
plain that they did not ask the Highway Commission 
to change the royte from the political location fixed 
by the Legislature, for which the 20 farmers, with the 
backing of Fulton, are contending. It fs not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that the citizens of Callaway County 
resent the injustice of this injunction and that feel- 
ing against Fulton throughout the county is running 
high. That phase of it, to be sure, is a local issue, 
but it is something the business men of Fulton should | 
think about. So far from serving its selfish interest 
by this injunction Fulton may do itself a serious dis- 
service by antagonizing the county. 

It is to be hoped that the logic and justice of the 
position of the citizens of Callaway will suffice to 
persuade the business men of Fulton and the 20 farm- 
ers to withdraw this unwise, unfaip injunction. 
Whatever the outcome, Callaway (County has re- 
deemed itself in the eyes of Missouri. The citizens of 
Callaway in a fine demonstration have shown an alert 
civic conscience and the kind of wholesome State 
pride which is the very breath of a state’s progress. 
Good for Old Callaway!

Correspondence of the Associated Press, an un- 
biased news gathering agency, discloses some inter- 
esting statistics from Stockholm, Sweden, on the sub- 
ject of temperance.

Such was the case with little 
Ellen.

Her mother 
compared this in the child's hear- 
ing to her own fear of being left 
alone of an evening when she 
thought every sound meant a lurk- 
ing marauder.. The mother had 
heard many ghost stories in child- 
hood. and though she denied that 
she ever told them to Ellen, she 
talked quite freely about them in 
her presence. It is not hard to 
see where this child% “inherited” 
fears originated. 

If the child develops a fear of 
light, 
such as thunder and lightning and 
firing of guns, he can overcome it 
only with the help of intelligent 
suggestion from the parents. Me 
must see from their attitude that 
there is no occasion for fear. The 
mother who is terrified by those 
situations and whose fear is open- 
ly demonstrated before the child 
can be of no assistance to him. 
Imitation clearly plays an impor- 
tant part in the development and 
control of fear. This may be seen, 
for instance, if things go wrong at 
sea and a ship is in danger. One 
panic-stricken person may start a 
stampede for the lifeboats, whereas 
one calm and fearless officer can 


quell the impending panic and con- 
trol the situation. 

Vague and poorly formulated 
ideas about death are the basis of 
more mental anxiety in childrens 
than is generally sup To one 
child death meant buried in 
a hole, another child had a fear of 


being buried alive, and many chil-/ 


dren are disturbed by the line in 
the evening prayer which ig farl- 
liar to most children, “If I should 
die before I wake.” It would be 
impossible to state all the vague 
fantasies of childhood about this 
ever-present problem of death, but 
it should not be difficult to give 
the average child a conception of 
death and the hereafter which will 
do much to allay the common fears 
surrounding this mystery.
